money deposited by the workingmen 
and w omen of Am* ri< a. and 
“Whereas the workers of the nation 
have pledged to the Philadelphia strik­ 
ers their moral and financial support, 
to the end that they tuny win in the 
struggle; therefore, be it 
“Resolved, That the Central Labor 
union of Philadelphia and 
vicinity 
hereby calls upon the workingmen 
and 
women of 
\merica and 
their 
sympathetic 
friends, 
as 
their 
first 
sympathetic act, to withdraw all their 
funds they have on d> posit with t,h - 
hanks, thereby teaching the bankers 
that without the money of the work­ 
ers their institutions of finance must 
be a f a i l u r e as without the labor ot 
the workers all industry must cease. ’ 


Three Unions Under Ban. 
The Central Labor union also re­ 
solved to ostracize union men who <1**- 
clined to go on strike. 
The resolu­ 
tion gives them until tonight at mid­ 
night to fall in line, or be “outlawed." 
It Is directed against three unions, 
principally Hi* 
bakers, the printers 
and the brewery workers 
So far as the brewery workers are 
concerned they have been reins- d p e r ­ 
mission to strike by 
their interna­ 
tional union, which met in Cincinnati 
last week and decided that it could 
not countenance the breaking of agree­ 
ments without a spot itic, well-founded 
grievance.

union said that it was nonsense *o 
think that the Central Labor union 
could compel them to strike.

action would b* 
impossible without 
the p erm ission of the international 
body and none of them believe that 
the international union will consent
